Muskogee. I. T., Jan. 12.—In the 
case of Henry L. Stevens vs. Martha 
Hawkins, Judge Lawrence of the feder­ 
al court has handed down a decision 
which holds that a person who is not a 
blood citizen but who has intermarried 
into the Creek tribe cannot inherit 
lands allotted from the Creek Nation to 
the deceased allottee. 
In this case he 
also held that Martha Hawkins, a neg­ 
ro woman who had married an allottee, 
could not hold a dower right in the al­ 
lotment. 
Stevens had bought an allotment 
from the heirs of Mrs. Hawking de­ 
ceased husband. The woman was in 
possession and refused to give up the 
land. The matter came before the fed­ 
eral court and the decision was made 
as stated. The case is one of great im­ 
portance as it was the first time the 
court baa passed upon this point of 
aw, and there are hundreds of similar 


cases in the territory. 
The law of descent and distribution 
in the Creek Nation has been one that 
has caused lots of trouble and involved 
lots of land titles. 
It has always been 
a question whether the old Creek law 
or the Arkansas statutes took prece­ 
dence, there «being a material differ­ 
ence.

Gertrude Cornell, was 
Isaac Cornell Sehenck. father of tho 
present John Cornell Sehenck. who 
upon the settlement of the estate re­ 
ceived the old farm of 80 acres, with 
buildings intact, and 
occupied 
the 
same homestead and most of the land 
up to the time of his death in 1885, 
aud who bequeathed the same to his 
son. John Cornell Sehenck, who has 
sold it to the city of New York. 
The Sehenck family Bible contains 
many interesting 
entries. 
Many 
a 
time, it is related, were former occu­ 
pants of the Sehenck house awakened 
and compelled to prepare meals for 
British or Hessian soldiers. 
A large 
number of cannon balls, muskets and 
other implements of warfare wert' left 
about the house au^i grounds and cel­ 
lar of the house, but

bv visitors. Mr. Sehenck has a rapier 
sword blade finely engraved, marked

4 No Tipping 
Signs 


Becoming Popular in Many Restaurants

NEW YORK.—Establishments having in their 
windows the legend, •Tipping prohibited,” are 
epidemic in East Twenty-third street, in the short 
block 
from 
Madison 
to 
Fourth 
avenues. 
A 
restaurant proprietor started the idea and then 
a barber shop in the same building, which is that 
of a large life insurance company, followed suit. 
Another “tonsorial parlor” on the ground floor of 
a skyscraper opposite, to meet competition, put 
up a sign: 
“No tips here.” 
A second restaurant 
man is thinking of putting a stop to all gratuities, 
and a knight of the, razor In Fourth avenue is 
gravely considering joining the procession. 
“How does it work?” exclaimed the pioneer 
restaurant man. “Well, I’ve been here a year and 
a half now and all my waiters have been with me 
ever sinco and not one of them is dissatisfied. I give them about two dollars 
more wages than they would be able to get in other places of the same k in 
where tips are permitted. 
If anybody passes a dime or a quarter to them 
their actions depend on circumstances, 
lf the man who offers it has appar­ 
ently not seen the sign and they think It would insult bim to refuse they let 
the coin be where lie put it and say: 
‘ I hank you. 
I let them take it later, 
but with the distinct understanding that I do not sanction tipping. 
The sec 
end time that customer comes in he has seen the sign and has taken a hint. 
“Objection on the part of the waiters to the non-tipping system, as it is 
applied here, is practically nothing and they rather like the idea of being 
sure of getting definite wages. 
At the time the public likes the innovation, 
and where the waiter is not all the time hanging around for a tip the cus­ 
tomers get just as good service. Once or twice a week I dine out at some 
other man's restaurant, just for a change, and I give tips there myself be­ 
cause it is the custom of the house. 
I think though that the idea is spread­ 
ing for I now see ‘no tipping’ signs in Sixth avenue.

the number of restaurants where there are no giutilities permitted 'Nill be.

W E A L T H O F THt E M P I R E S T A T E . 
By the computation of the census bureau the 
wealth of 4he state of New York comprised in 
farms and other real property, factories, railroads, 
telegraphs, canals, machinery, gold and silver, 
etc., is $14,769,042,207. This is approximately one- 
seventh of the national total of $107.000 000,000. 
It exceeds Italy’s wealth by nearly $2,000,000,000 
and is about equal to the combined national re­ 
sources of Spain, Portugal. Switzerland and the 
Netherlands. 
It ranks New York among the finan­ 
cial great powers, with a standing just below that 
of Austria-Hungary. 
A per capita division of the state's wealth 
would give $2,000 to every man, woman and child, 
as compared with the national average of $1,320. 
It represents the aggregate possession of 15.000 
plain millionaires, 50 Carnegies or 20 Rockefellers, 
roads in the United States. 
To this enormous wealth the state Is adding $7.00.000,000 a year, or almost 
the valuation of a Baltimore. 
It is a wonderful showing of material pros­ 
perity, one that gives a prouder claim to the title of 
empire state. Within this 
single commonwealth is now contained more than 
double the wealth of the 
entire nation half a century ago and its annual increase more than exceeds 
the total value of our export trade when Grant was president.

Polk, in 1846, and was appointed to 
the supreme court in 1858 by Buch­ 
anan, 
where he served 
23 years; 
Roger E. Tansy, of Maryland, was 
appointed attorney general by Jack­ 
son in 1831, and to the supreme court 
by the same president in 1836, where 
he served 28 years; Joseph Kenna, 
of California, who was appointed at­ 
torney general by McKinley in T*J7, 
and to the supreme court by the same 
president in 1898. 
The two attorney generals whoso 
nominations to places on the supreme 
court failed of confirmation were: 
Ebenezer Rockford Hoar, of Massa­ 
chusetts, who was appointed attorney 
general by Grant in 1869, and to the 
supreme court by the same president, 
but failed of ratification by the sen­ 
ate; George H. Williams, of Ore^-n 
the third of Grant’s attorney g e n e ris, 
appointed to that office in 1871 and to 
the supreme court by Grant in 1873, 
when he failed of ratification by the 
senate. 
Still another attorney general who 
was appointed to the supreme court, 
but failed to serve, was Edwin M. 
Stanton, who was appointed attorney 
general by Buchanan in I860 and to 
the supreme court in 1869 by Presi­ 
dent Grant, but died immediately af­ 
terward. 
Nathan Clifford, one of Wa 
first attorney generals confirmed as 
a member of the court, was a native 
of New Hampshire, who settled in

Schenck, In making the'repairs last 
mentioned, removed the 
north 
and 


east stone walls, replacing them with 
weather boards 
on the north and 


Jong, old-style cedar shingles on the 
east. These shingles are yet In good 
condition after 70 years of service. 


Among the nine sons and daughters, 


the Issue of the marriage of Tennis 
Schenck and Gertrude Cornell, was 
Isaac Cornell Schenck. father of the 
present John Cornell Schenck, who 
upon the settlement of the estate re- 
ceived the old farm of 80 acres, with 
buildings intact, and 
occupied 
the 


same homestead and most of the land 
up to the time of his death In 1885, 
and who bequeathed the. same to his 
son. John Cornell Schenek, who has 
sold It to the city of New York. 


The Schenck family Uible contains 


many Interesting 
entries. 
Many 
a 


time, It Is related, were former occu- 
pants of the Schenck house awakened 
ami compelled to prepare meals for 
British or HessUm soldiers. 
A largo 


number of cannon balls, muskets and 
other Implements of warfare were left 
about the house and grounds and cel- 
lar of the house, but 
these for 
the 


most part have been carried away 
by visitors Mr. Schenck has a rapier 
sword blade finely engraved, marked 
"Iti4i>." which was found in the homo- 
stead. 
The buttonball trees on 
the 


place are at least 100 veins old, and 
the pound-pear trees have seen 125 
summers.

up to the time of his death in 1885, 
and who bequeathed the same to hts 
son.

Becoming Popular in Many Restaurant!—Chess Expert Has Noise-

NEW YORK.—Establishments having In their 


windows the legend, "Tipping prohibited," are 
epidemic lix East Twenty-third street. In the short 
block 
from 
Madison to Fourth avenues. 
A 


restaurant proprietor started the Idea and then 
a barber ahop In the same building, which is that 
ot a large life insurance company, followed suit. 
Another "tonsorlal parlor" on the ground floor of 
a skyscraper opposite, to meet competition, but 
up a sign: "No tips here." A second restaurant 
man Is thinking of putting a stop to all gratuities, 
and a knight of the. razor In Fourth avenue is 
gravely considering joining the procession. 


"How does it work.?" exclaimed the pioneer 


restaurant man. "Well, I've been here a year and 
a half now and all my waiters have been with me 


ever since and not one of them Is dissatisfied. I give them about two dollars 
more wages than they would be able to get in other places of the same kind 
where tips are permitted. If anybody passes a dime or a quarter to them 
their actions depend on circumstances. 
If the man who offers it has appar- 


ently not seen the sign and they think it would insult him to refuse they let 
the coin be where he put it and say: 
'Thank you.' I let them take it later, 


but with tbe distinct understanding that I do not sanction tipping. The sec- 
ond time that customer comes in he has seen the sign and has taken a hint. 


'Objection on the part of the waiters to the non-tipping system, as it Is 


applied here, is practically nothing and they rather like the idea of being 
sure of getting1 definite wages. At the time the public likes the Innovation, 
and where the -waiter is not all the time hanging around for a tip the cus- 
tomers get Just as good service. Once or twice a week I dine out at some 
other man's restaurant, just for a'change, and I give tips there myself be- 
cause it is the custom of the bouse, I think though that the idea is spread- 
ing for I now see 'no tipping' signs in Sixth avenue. I have no doubt that 
the number of restaurants where there are no gratuities permitted will be, 
greatly increased."

By the computation oE the census bureau the 


wealth of <he state of New York comprised in 
farms and other real property, factories, railroads, 
telegraphs, canals, machinery, gold and silver, 
etc., is $14,76D,042,207. This is approximately one- 
seventh of the national total of $107,000.000,000. 
H exceeds Italy's wealth by nearly $2,000,000,000 
and is about equal to the combined national re- 
sources of Spain, Portugal, Switzerland and the 
Netherlands. It ranks New "York among the finan- 
cial great powers, with a standing Just below tbat 
o£ AustrliVllunBTiiry. 


A per capita division of the state's wealth 


would gl\e $2,000 to every man, woman and child, 
as compared with the national average of $1,320. 
It represents tbe aggregate possession of 15.000 
plain millionaires, 50 Cninegies or 20 Rockefellers, It would buy all the rail- 
roads in tho United States. 


To this enormous wealth the state is adding $500,000,000 a year, or almost 


tbe valuation of a Baltimore. It is a wonderful showing of material pros- 
perity, one that gives a prouder claim to the title of empire state. Within this 
single commonwealth is now contained more than double the wealth of the 
entire nation bnlf a century ago and its ajiaual Increase more than exceeds 
the total value of our export trade when Grant was president.

GENERAL APPOINTED SU- 


PREME JUSTICE. 


Only Three Prevloue That Were Con- 


firmed—Two Rejected by the Sen- 


ate and One Died Before 


Reaching Office. 


Wosnington.—Mr. Moody, of Massa- 


chusetts, la not the first attorney gen- 
era) of the United States to be ap- 
pointed to fill a vacancy on the bench 
of the United States supreme court, 
nor would his nomination be the first 
of an attorney general chosen for the* 
position that has been either con- 
firmed or rejected by the senate. 
, The fact that Mr. Moody Is the chief 
law officer of the government Inter- 
ested In Important questions which 
may ultimately come before the su- 
preme court for final settlement, and 
in advising the various executive de- 
partments 
In matters which 
may 


sooner or later require his vote as a 
member of the court, has developed

wide discussion of the advisability of 
elevating an attorney general direct 
from that office to the supreme court 
bench. 


One of the liveliest current ques- 


tions that may soon come before that 
court will undoubtedly be the constitu- 
tionality of the law of last June con- 
ferring the rate-making power upon 
the interstate commerce commission. 
That law contains a number of prin- 
ciples around which the question of 
constitutionality turned In the memor- 
able fight over the railroad question 
In the senate last winter. 
Senators 


Poraker and Morgan both cast their 
solitary votes against the bill, because 
they regarded It as unconstitutional. 
During the incipiency of this battle 
In the senate, Mr. Moody furnished 
the commerce committee, of which Mr. 


Is chairman, with a carefully 


prepared statement declarative of hti 
belief In the absolute constitutionality 
ot such a conferring of the rate-toak- 
ing power.

Whatever may be the opinion ha to 


tbe wisdom of selecting a supreme 
court justice from the attorney gener- 
alship, It Is an historical fact that 
seven such appointments, including 
that of Mr. Moody, nave already been 
made. 
Only three ot the seven have 


been confirmed. Two were rejected 
by the senate and one died tour days 
after his appointment.

were:

Nathan Clifford, of Maine, who waa 


appointed 
attorney 
general 
under 


Polk, in 1846, and waa appointed to 
the supreme court In 1858 by Bucbt 
anan, where be served 23 years; 
Roger E. Tansy, ot Maryland, waa 
appointed attorney general by Jack- 
son In 1831, and to the supreme court 
by the same president In 1836, where, 
he served 28 years; Joseph Kenna. 
of California, who was appointed, at- 
torney general by McKlnley In f$97, 
and to the supreme court by tbe same 
president In 1898. 


The two attorney generals whose 


nominations to places on the supreme 
court failed of confirmation were: 
Ebenezer Rock ford Hoar, of Massa- 
chusetts, who was appointed attorney 
general by Grant In 1869, and to the 
supreme court by the same president, 
but failed of ratification by the sen- 
ate; George H. Williams, of Ore«ont 
the third of Grant's attorney generis, 
appointed to that office in 1871 and to 
the supreme court by Grant In 1873, 
when he failed of ratification by the 
senate. 


Still another attorney general who 


was appointed to the supreme court. 
but failed to serve, was Edwin M. 
Stanton, who was appointed attorney 
general by Buchanan in 1860 and to 
the supreme court in 1869 by Presi- 
dent Grant, but died Immediately af- 
terward. 
Nathan Clifford, one of Via 


first attorney generals confirmed as 
a member of the court, was a native 
of New Hampshire, who settled in 
Maine and became a member of conj 
sress In 1839, serving 
until 1843. 


Three years later he became Folk's 
attorney general, and in 1848 he waa 
sent to Mexico as a United States 
commissioner to arrange s terms for 
tbe cession of California 
to 
the 


United States. On his return In 1849 
he resumed the practice of lawl'in 
Maine, and In 1S58 Buchanan ap- 
pointed him an associate justice of 
the supreme court, where be served 
25 successive years, or until his death 
in 1881. Justice Clifford was one of 
the four members of the supreme 
court who were members of the elec- 
toral commission in 1877. 
Justice 


Clifford presided, and In all test votes 
tbe decision was so close that Jus- 
tice Bradley's opinion was decisive.

Dur- 
ing the progress of tbe war he camo 
home and in an interview he scolded 
Iho American people because 
they 


sympathized with Japan and stated 
thai they were ungniioful, as Russia 
\sas the friend of the United States 
and stood by this government during 
the- civil war, when Great Uritain 
threatened to give assistance to the 
confederacy. 
After he returned to St. 


Petersburg President Roosevelt trans- 
ferred 
Ambassador McCormick £ to 


Paris without consulting him. It was 
expected that the ambassador would 
resign at that time.
